change o f w ants is the end o f society. 
Trade, in the largest 
sense of the word, is its purpose; freedom, ifs m ost vital ne­ 
cessity. 
By the control which our S tate has usurped over 
freedom in this trade, and by the direction it has given to 
private activity through that control, it has converted (lie 
banks, (the creatures of its own will,) into its iiro k e rs , for 
issuing paper currency—an act prohibited to be done by itself. 
By this control of the currency, it taxes the people unequally 
and indirectly, tor the express purpose of raising a revenue, 
and procuring to ns ot m oney. 
These objects w ere all th at 
the “ regulating” governm ents of Netherlands, France and E n­ 
gland had in view, when thev introduced an aristocracy based 1 
on monied interests, to keep up governm ent power by PA­ 
TRONAGE. 
We should m ake the sam e answ er to the cor­ 
ruptionists, when they ofler to bribe us w ith Legislative 
P a tr<m i re, that was given to t'o ib ert, when he ottered to 
“ regulate” their business tor the French m erch an ts—“ Lnissi s 
nous tairw ' ( l e t i s XLO.VE.) 
W e are not opposed to the Ira I

T h e lawyer found that lie had 
disgusted the jury, and probably sacrificed the cause of 
his client by bis rude and ungentleinunly treatment of 
the witness, and he forthwith began to apologize, and 
to express his very profound respect for the witness he 
had insulted.
